to the betore-mentioned Act; that every ſuch Perſon and Perſons, 
ſhall for every ſuch Offence, Forfeit the Sum of the ſaid 
Offence to be Determined, and the ſaid Penalties to be Recovered, 
Levied and Applied, as in and by the faid recited AQ is directed, 
concerning the Penalty for driving an Hackney-Coach for Hire, with- 
out Licence, within the Places atoreſaid. . 

And whereas of late, it has been the Common Practice of Under- 
takers of Funerals, to Hire Gentlemens Coaches and Horſes of their 
Servants, without the Knowledge and Conſent of their Maſters, to 
Wait and Attend on Funerals, to the Prejudice of the Owners of 
ſuch-Coaches and Horſes, and greatly to the Detriment of the Per- 
ſons Licens'd, to keep Coaches and Horſes to Lett to Hire, within 
the Places aforeſaid. 

And whereas tis difficult to prove any ſuch Hiring, of ſuch Perſons by 
the Undertakers, for that 'tis a Matter privately tranſacted between 
themſelves, and a certain common Price ( known between the Par- 
ties) is conſtantly Paid, though no Agreement made; Be tt therefoze 
further Enacted, by the Authority aforcſaid, That if any Perſon 
ſhall drive a Mourning Coach, to any Funeral, except the ſame 
ſhall have a Number fix'd or in ſome other convenient 
Place to be appointed by the Commiſſioners, ſhewing it to be a Li- 
cens'd Coach, to be Lett to Hire, or except the fame ſhall be the 
Coach of ſome Perſon of Quality, or Gentleman's Coach attending 
the Maſter or Miſtreſs, or any of his, her or their Family, and In- 
formation ſhall be given to the ſaid Commiſſioners, of ſuch Fact; it 
ſhall and may be Lawful, for the Commiſhoners, to Summons the 
Party driving ſuch Coach, before them; and on Default of ſuch 
Party or Parties, appearing on ſuch Summons before the ſaid Com- 
miſſioners; the Commiſſioners are hereby Impower'd to proceed 
againſt him or them; and altho' no expreſs Hiring ſhall be proved, 
yet unleſs ſuch Party or Parties ſhall appear, and prove a previous 
Order or Command from the Owner ot ſuch Coach, to attend at 
ſuch Funeral; it ſhall be Deemed and Adjudged a driving tor Hire, 
and the ſaid Party ſhall Forfeit for ſuch Offence to be

Recovered of the Driyer of ſuch Coach, and to be Levied and Ap- 
plicd, as in and by the faid recited Act is directed, concerning the 
driving an Hackney-Coach for Hire, without Licence. 

And be it further Enacted, That if any. Perſon or Perſons, ſhall 
at any Time be Sued or Profecuted, for any Thing by him or them 
done or executed in purſuance of this Az, he or they ſhall and may 
Plead the General Iſſue, and give this Ad, and the ſpecial Matter 
Rove for his Defence, in Evidence for his Defence; and if upon a 

ryal, a Verdict ſhall paſs for the Defendant or Defendants, or Judg- 
ment ſhall be given againſt the Plantiff or Plantiffs, upon Demurrer, 
or the Plantift or Plantiffs be Nonſuited, diſcontinue or forbear Pro- 
ſecuting their ſaid Actions, then ſuch Defendant and Defendants, ſhall 
have | Coſts to him or them Awarded, againſt ſuch Plan- 
tiff or Plantiffs, for which Coſts, he ſhall have ſuch Remedy, as in 
other Caſes, where Coſts are by Law given to Defendants.
